Further studies on the relation of humidity and temperature to the 
development of African locusts. 


[ Abstract. | 


The results of a large number of experiments are given in graphic form, 
showing the effect of constant conditions of humidity and temperature on the 
rate of hopper development, the percentage of hoppers reaching the adult 
stage, and on the sexual maturation and fecundity of the adults. ‘Kquations 
have been formulated which show the effect of temperature on the rate of 
development at optimum humidity. These equations also give the develop- 
mental zero and the fastest theoretical rate of development. Further, these 
results are of value as a basis for the study of fluctuating conditions, which 
have also been dealt with, and the results recorded in graphic form.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE GENERAL MEETING HELD ON 2nD May, 1945. 
Professor G. D. Hale Carpenter, M.B.E., D.M., President, in the Chair. 
Present, 37 Fellows and 13 Visitors. 


The minutes of the General Meeting held on 4th April 1945, previously 
circulated, were confirmed, and signed by the President.

Mr. R. B. Benson and Dr. G. Fraenkel made communications, abstracts of 
which were printed.on pp. 11 and 12. 

In addition, Captain R. A. Jackson, R.N., reported that during a recent 
visit to Aviemore, he was told of the existence of a small cave on the hillside 
in which a number of moths’ wings had been found. He was not able to visit 
the cave himself, but all the wings that could be found were brought to him and 
he had found they represented the following separate moths: 1 Odontosia 
carmelita, 1 Saturnia pavonia, 15 Achlya flavicorms, 1 Orthosia gothica, 1 Orthosva 
stabilis, 7 Orthosia incerta, | Hupsilia transversa, 1 Lycva hirtaria. A. flavicorms 
was certainly one of the commonest species at Aviemore in the early spring, 
with O. incerta a good second. All the wings were quite fresh. No trace of 
an insectivorous animal could be found, but a bat was suspected. 

Dr. H. E. Hinton exhibited larvae and pupae of the myrmecophilous beetle 
Clytra quadripunctata L., in their cases, from a nest of Formica rufa, and gave 
an outline of the biology of the species.
